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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
1 . Claims 1 3, 1 8-24, 26 and 41-45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 13, line 1 and claim 26, line 1, the recitation of "it is enveloped by 

plastics" is vague and indefinite because it is unclear what "It" refers to. 

In claim 18, lines 8-9 the recitation of "lead wires are bent back and extended 
sideways" is vague and Indefinite because it Is unclear what direction back or sideways 
is in respect to the rest of the claimed structure. 

In claim 18, line 1 1 "the bent insulator positioning portion" lacks a proper 
antecedent basis. 

In claim 41, lines 8-9 the recitation of "bending said insulators of said lead wires 
back and extended sidewards" is vague and indefinite because it is unclear what 
direction back or sideways is in respect to the rest of the claimed structure. 

In claim 41, lines 10-11 "said and insulating part positioning by said protective 

device" lacks a proper antecedent basis and is idiomatically incorrect. 

In claim 44, lines 12-13 the recitation of "lead wires back and extended sideway" 
is vague and indefinite because it is unclear what direction back or sideways Is in 
respect to the rest of the claimed structure. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-11. 14-17, 33-38, 40 and 47-56 are allowed. 

3. Claims 18-24, 26-30 and 41-45 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

4. Claim 13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 13, 18-24, 26-30 and 41-45 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Applicant's 
remarks filed 03/05/07 regarding drawings are found persuasive.
